Ghe Omnibus Centenary. 


The old print depicting “De Tivoli’s 
Patent Omnibus,” which appeared in the 
picture page of the Jrish Times, recently, 
has prompted a correspondent to send 
me a newspaper-cutting of the year 
1860, which thus describes the merits of 
this remarkable vehicle. 

‘*Whoever travels in an omnibus must 
experience the following nuisances :— 1st, 
the frequent trampling upon one another’s 
toes, tumbling upon each other’s knees ; 
2nd, the disagreeable feeling at finding 
oneself packed into a huge, unsightly box, 
or cage-like machine, jolting etn with 
eleven or twelve other strangers of all 
sizes and conditions, sitting upon each 
other’s coat-tails, or buried under large 
volumes of crinolines, squeezing and 
poking each other's ribs, and breathing in 
each other’s faces; 3rd, the discordance 
among the passengers with regard to 
keeping open or shut ‘the windows or 
ventilators; 4th, the common occurrence 
of people who, finding themselves in close 
contact, are apt to mistake their neigh- 
bours’ purses, pocket-books, handkerchieis, 
etc., for their own; 5th, the distress felt 
on a rainy day at the advent of each new 
passenger, and particularly females with 
their ample garments, advancing, wet 
through, to the other end of the vehicle.’’ 


Nuisances Eliminated. 


, 


“‘ All these nuisances,’’ runs the para- 
graph, “are removed by dividing the 
omnibus into separate, well-ventilated 
compartments, as in De Tivoli’s patent 
omnibus. The compartments are disposed 
in two rows, back to back, the passengers 
sitting alone each in one compartment, 
facing the pavement on their respective 
sides. A small window, with a shutter 
on each side, puts in communication the 
contiguous compartments, if agreeable to 
both parties to converse. Palmer’s patent 
signal or bell puts each passenger in com- 
munication with the conductor, The 
doors may be open or shut by means of 
well-adapted self-acting springs.’’ 

Reading over the ‘“nnisances”’ 
enumerated above, I cannot help thinking 
that most of us must have at one time or 
another experienced them in our modern 
and up-to-date vehicles of the same type. 
But, no, on second thoughts, I think we 
have progressed slightly. Delete the words 
“ample garments.’’ 


How AWany Golf Clubs > 


The remarkable interest that has been 
displayed during recent years in the big 
golf exhibitions, both amateur and pro- 
fessional, has one drawback—it is tending 
to slower play in everyday golf. 

Many of the big golf ‘‘ stars’’ carry, or 
rather their caddies do, an enormous 
number of clubs, so that there is always 
a club available for any emergency. In 
the big money or championship matches 
this cannot be criticisead, as one faulty 
stroke may have dire effects. ; 

But in everyday golf a profusion of 
clubs leads to delay on the course. With 
the bag confined to half-a-dozen clubs an 
average club player usually need not 
waste much time in making his choice, 
but if the number is increased to a dozen 
or more, there is inevitable delay and 
sometimes chafing on the part of those 
following behind. 

In every open championship contest 
many players are to be seen with a bag 
almost resembling a travelling trunk. 
Fortunately, some of the best exponents 
of the game are not extravagant in this 
direction. James Braid was the reverse 
of superstitious, and always carried thir- 
teen clubs in defiance of tradition, some- 
times taking unnecessary clubs to make 
up this number. Harry Vardon, too, at 
his best, confined himself to ten or eleven 
clubs. 


Rubber Roads. 


Noise is becoming such an important 
factor in city lile that everything tending 
to lessen it must be welcomed. Experi- 
ments have developed a rubber paving 
block, and tests recently made with it in 
London prove that it practically eliminates 
noise and vibration, This is just as im- 
portant to buildings as to the human ear. 

A recent report irom Singapore states 
that after five years rubber blocks that 
had been subjected to one-and-a-quarter 
millions of tons weight showed little signs 
of wear, while the ordinary roadway 
adjoining, which had been Jaid at the same 
time, had had to be repaired three times. 
In America, too, sections of the roads 
which are subject to heavy traffic have 
been laid with rubber blocks, and the 
results are said to be satisfactory. 

_ With these rubber roads the initial cost 
1s very high, but the cost of maintenance 
is reported to be low. Experts say that 
rubber makes better and more permanent 
roadways, because of the anti-abrasive and 
Shock-absorbing qualities of the rubber 
blocks. Other advantages claimed for 
rubber roads are; that they are never 
dusty, need no tar-spraying, and, being 
non-absorbent, are very easily cleaned. 
The rubber blocks ave Jaid upon a con- 
crete base, and ry some American 
instances were painted with bitumen 
before being fitted into place. With

They appeared to be a cheerful 
crowd, especially a little bunch who were 
arguing in a corner. I went over to 
investigate and discovered that they were 
Not the marbles of 
children’s dreams, but a scientific and 
exciting game. The way these exponents 
were able to ‘‘shoot’’ was a marvel, and 
they could “ hit ” an opponent for a good 
ten or twelve yards. I was commiserating 
with one of these young optimists, who 
gave me a few facts about the life of the 
unemployed. Before leaving me he re- 
marked quite seriously: ‘‘ It’s not so bad 
being out of work when one has something 
to do.” 


People Who Are Asked the Way. 


Human beings may be divided into two 
categories—those who are asked the way 
and those who are not. I belong to the 
former category, writes a correspondent, 
and I am asked the way in foreign places 
just as much as at home. 

I arrived a few days ago in a little town 
not far from Bordeaux for the first time, 
and as soon as I went out I was asked 
where the post office was. The next day I 
was asked a question about the tram. I 
could reply to the first query, as my hotel 
was opposite to the post office, but not to 
the second. The same people who are 
asked the way also are asked the time; 
and here I am reminded of the amusing 
“Irish ” answer to this: 

“Im sorry; I don’t know;

On Wednesday, July 17th, the Panter col- 
lection sale at Messrs. Sotheby’s Galleries, 
London, will start-with the disposal of the 
remainder of the medal and coin section. 

Lots 162 to 205 are all Trinity College 
medals, of dates ranging from 1797 to about 
fifteen years ago; they represent awards for 
scholarship for the greater part, but there 
are a few University Boating Club challenge 
medals. 

There are also medals belonging to many 
schools throughout. Ireland. 

Included with some humane and life-saving 
medals is this entry—‘* Large inscribed medal, 
recording the integrity. of Mathew Whelan, 
car driver, in returning a sovereign.” 

An Order of St) Patrick Star and Badge are 
among the items. 

A long tist of military, regimental. and 
police medals contains several Royal Irish 
Constabulary medals, and a silver snuff box is 
mentioned as having been presented to Farrier 
John Sadler in 1855 by the Phenix Park Con- 
stabulary Troop. There is a 1917 gold trophy 
of the Royal Hibernian Military School. 

The regimental medalg are very numerous. 
Among them are a Papal States campaign 
medal (1860) and two medals of the 22nd Reg1- 
ment, one of the year 1785; Sir H. Gough s 
Order of Merit of 1820, medals of the Royal 
Tyrone Regiment, the 88th Regiment (Con- 
naught Rangers), and the South Devon 
Militia 

Irish Volunteer 
Achavoe Loyals, Ballyroom Cavalry, Birr 
Volunteers, County Clare Horse, Dublin 
County Light Dragoons, Frankfort and Bally- 
bog Volunteers, and Frenchpark Light Horse.

EARLY IRISH SILVER. 


On Thursday, July 18th, the collection of 
early Irish silver will be offered for sale. It 
is representative of nearly every type, and, 
in particular, of the late seventeenth century 
and the first half of the eighteenth ; the silver- 
smiths of Cork, Limerick, Galway and Kin- 
sale are represented. 

The Kinsale Corporation punch ladle is of 
special interest. It is a fine ladle, with heavy, 
deep, circular bow], and long, hollow handle 
of straight, tapering form, at right angles to 
the lip, and was made by William Wall, of 
Kinsale, in the early eighteenth century. The 
Kinsale Corporation plate, consisting of a 
bowl. mace, and this ladle, was sold in 1861, 
and it passed into several hands; the prices 
varied from 6s. 8d. to 5s. ld. per ounce. 

The Londonderry tankard is Queen Anne, 
and bears the arms of the city within a fine 
scroll cartouche; the sides are nearly cylin- 
drical and without ornamentation. It rests 
on a heavy-moulded base, the cover domed 
and moulded, and with reeded edce and em- 
bryo volute thumb-piece ; the scroll handle is 
of unusually pronounced type, with beaded 
ornament. It was made by Thomas Bolton, 
in Dublin, in 1709. 

Another piece by Thomas Bolton is a re- 
markable Queen Anne chocolate pot, with 
lan stand, large size, with plain hexagonal 
body tapering upwards, and engraved with a 
coat of arms above a single band of moulding 
on heavily-moulded foot. The cover is of 
hexagonal dome-shape, with hinged top to en- 
able the stirring rod to be inserted; the 
spout of swan-neck pattern, with hinged lip, 
and wood handle at right angles. It rests on 
a lamp-stand, with three scroll supports rest- 
ing on round wooden feet, and with wood 
handle. This is possibly a unique piece, 


CORK AND DUBLIN WORK. 


A magnificent piece is the William III. 
loving cup and cover. The body is supported 
by formal card-work decorations, and rests on 
a circular gadrooned base with moulded rim. 
It is engraved with a crest within a contem- 
porary foliage cartouche; the two handles of 
scroll design are joined to the body by card- 
work, and are chased with a leaf suspending 
beaded ornament. The cover is domed and 
moulded, and has a gadroon edge and similar 
card-work pattern, radiating from a baluster 
knob deeply fluted. This was made by Thomas 
Bolton, Dublin, in 1694. 

The specimens of Cork silver include a rare 
William and Mary salver, or tarra, which is 
a fine example of early Cork plate, with the 
ship and castle marks. It was made by Wil- 
liam Burnett, Cork, 1690. 

As well as the Kinsale ladle, there is, from 
the same district, a seventeenth century reli- 
quary, in the form of a cross, made by 
Thomas Meade, who is mentioned in the Kin- 
sale records as having baen admitted to the 
freedom ofthe borough in 1689. 

Among the specimens of Dublin silver is a 
very rare one — a Charles II. ladle, with 
shallow cireular bowl, very long, flat stem, 
and heart-shaped head, engraved on the 
back with armorials within a contemporary 
foliage cartouche. This is the work of Edward 
Swan, 1679. 

An interesting work is a trowel, finely 
chased, with a medallion containing a group 
of classic figures—one standing pointing to the 
Royal Hibernian Academy buildings; the 
handle terminates in a royal coronet. With 
this trowel was laid the first stone of the 
Academy buildings. It was made by William 
Nowlan, 1828, 

A Charles IT. tobacco-box, engraved with 
the arms of Holt, of Aston, Birmingham, 
was made by Joseph Stoaker, 16635, a date 
when Irish secular plate was very seldom 
made. Nearly all existing examples of that date 
are ecclesiastical, 


SALVERS AND CASTORS. 


A beautiful Charles If, salver, made by 
Joseph Stoaker, 1675, bears the tulip decora- 
tion which is so difficult to obtain m seven- 
teerith century Irish silver, The ‘border is 
wide, and is embossed with large. scrolling 
tulips and other flowers and formal leafage ; 
the centre is slightly re¢essed and of plain 
type; it is supported on a plain splayed foot. 

There is a set of three fine Queen Anne 
castors of wnusual design, with narrow octa- 
gonal bedies of baluster form, engraved with 
a crest atid decorated with mouldings, on fine 
moulded octagonal hases and covers domed 
and pierced with formal leaf motifs, and with 
vase-shaped finials. Castors of this period are 
rare in trish silver. This set was made by 
Joseph Walker, Dublin, 1709. s 

Another set rare castors is William III., 
made by David King, Dublin, 1701. The 
covers overlap the bodies about an inch and 
a half; the lower parts are bulbous in form, 
with no design, but a crest and bands of 
horizontal moulding. 

An oval cake basket by Robert Calderwood. 
Dmóblin, 1755, shows an effective contrast in 
Hat chasing on the centre portion and relie} 
ornamentation on the rim. 

Among the dish rings is one of the earliest 

type, very shallow, with the top and base 
rings of equal diameter, spodl-shaped. and

wide undecorated bands nt sea ry 
was made in. Dublin about. 1750; the maker 
is unknown, 
i A Queen Anne snuffers tray of a type rare 
in Irish silver is elliptical in shape, with a 
crest in the centre, and finely moulded border 
and a cushion-shaped handle joined at the 
side; it rests on three short feet. It was 
made by David King, Dublin, 1707.

BELFAST, Thursday. 


HE thoughts of most people are turn- 
ing towards the holidays, and there 
has been very little to record in Belfast 
during the past few days. The principal 
feat“res of interest are the Orange demon- 
stration, which takes place to-morrow, 
and the visit of the big racing yachts to 
Bangor for the Royal Ulster Club’s 
regatta. Reports from the various sea- 
side holiday resorts show that they are 
being well patronised, and amongst the 
visitors this season there is a larger 
proportion than usual of tourists from 
Canada and the United States. The 
large contingents of Orangemen who 
arrived from across the seas have been 
scattered all over the province, but they 
will meet together at Finaghy and other 
centres to honour the traditions of their 
order. It is expected that this years 
demonstration will exceed in sise and 
importance all former gatherings. 


SAFEGUARDING DOOMED. 


The decisive victory of the Labour 
Government in the British House of 
Commons on the question of safeguarding 
has created a good deal of surprise in 
Belfast. No one expected that the 
Government would be defeated, but such 
an overwhelming majority in favour of 
Mr. Macdonald’s policy was not antici- 
pated. All hopes of some form of protec- 
tion for the linen industry are now nt 
an end, and it will have to rely upon its 
own resources. The promises of assist- 
ance which were given cannot be realised, 
and the situation has been rendered even 
more depressing by disappointment. In 
these circumstances the Northern Govern- 
ment should look elsewhere for support 
for the industries of the provinee, and 
encourage any movement for their expan- 
sion. The arrival of hosts of tourists this 
week from America to participate in the 
Boyne celebrations should be utilised 
to impress upon them the import- 
ance of showing their sympathy in 
practical form. Many of our politicians 
will be airing their views to-morrow on 
subjects worn out with repetition, and 
stock shibboleths will be brought out 
once more for consideration. 

These are inevitable on such a day, but 
a few words to the strangers within our 
gates regarding the advisability of pur- 
chasing Irish goods and spreading their 
fame and value when they go home would 
not be out of place. Irish linen is its 
own best recommendation where it is 
known and appreciated, but, like any- 
thing else, it requires to be continualiy 
brought under the notice of the purchas- 
ing public. A good opportunity is now 
provided in the Six Counties and, later 
on, at the World Conference of Orangemen 
in Glasgow for some effective propaganda 
work. 


THE 


During the past few years the Belfast 
Corporation has been blamed for its ad- 
ministration, perhaps, more than any other 
city in the British Isles, and some of the 
critics in their anxiety to find fault over- 
looked its many good qualities. No doubt, 
there were defects; but no public body is 
perfect, and the Belfast Council can claim 
to have done much to merit the confidence 
of the people. Its rates are comparatively 
low, and its gas and electricity under- 
takings are models of efficiency, eupplies 
being provided at very moderate charges. 
Important schemes of development, costing 
hundreds of thousands of pounds, have 
been completed in the beautifying of the 
city and extending its borders. New roads, 
avenues and streets have been opened up, 
giving employment to hundreds of men 
who otherwise would be idle, and further 
extensive schemes are contemplated. 

At a meeting of the Improvement Com- 
mittee of the Corporation on Tuesday it 
was announced that new works involving 
an expenditure of £100,000 have been 
approved, while other projects are being 
considered, this enterprise being chiefly 
inspired by the necessity of providing work 
for the unemployed. In this respect the 
Corporation has ever been sympathetic. 
The Lord Mayor, in commenting upon the 
problem, said that the Corporation had 
put through its hands 418 schemes, of 
which 314 had been approved by the 
Ministry of Labour, while at present 100 
schemes were being carried out. 


TO RELIEVE DISTRESS. 


It appears, further, that the Council is 
giving employment to 2,000 men in con- 
nection with these works. On an average 
some 1,600 men are now employed, com- 
pared with 420 men on similar work ten 
years ago, the wages paid amounting to 
between £600 and £700 per day, while 
£6,000 per month is spent on materials. 
This shows what is being done by the civic 
authorities to mitigate distress in the 
district, while at the same time the city 
is being improved in many ways. These 
matters were explained to a deputation of 
Northern members of Parliament who 
waited upon the Lord Mayor and the 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman of the Im- 
provement’ Committee with the object of 
advocating relief works for the unem- 
ployed. Captain Dixon, the Chief Govern- 
ment: Whip, paid a tribute to the Cor- 
poration for what it had already done in 
that respect, but urged that still more 
might be done, as he was aware that 
distress existed among those who were 
only too willing to work, but could not 
find it. 

The Corporation, however, requires no 
spur to stimulate it in that direction, Its 
record is eloquent of sympathetic con- 
sideration for the workless, and it may 
safely be left to carry out its programme 
to the fullest extent. Proposals similar 
to those put forward by the Socialist 
Administration at. Westminster might be 
advocated by the parliamentary deputation 
when the Northern House of Commons 
meets again next November. There are 
harbours to be improved, roads to be

made, trees to be planted, and other 
national schemes waiting to be -put into 
operation, as recommended long ago by 
the Committee who inquired into the 
natural and industrial resources of the 
province. ‘The report of that body should 
be taken down from the shelf, dusted, and 
considered afresh in the light of the exist- 
ing circumstances. 


THE NEW ART GALLERY, 


The new Museum and Art Gallery, 
which was informally opened in Belfast 
yesterday, should add considerably to the 
attractions of the city. It is a handsome 
building, picturesquely situated in the 
Botanic Gardens at Stranmillis, and its 
halls and corridors are lofty, airy and 
spacious. The formal ceremony will come 
later. In the past the North had the re- 
putation of being a place where industry 
smothered art, and the more beautiful 
things of life were neglected, but in re- 
cent times the esthetic side has been de- 
veloped, and the people now take a deeper 
interest in music, painting, literature and 
culture generally. The new galleries afford 
many a fascinating glimpse into the past, 
some of the specimens in the natural 
history section being of great historic 
value. There is even a mummy on 
view, with face, hand and foot exposed 
—a# grim relic of a forgotten age. Several 
exhibits of local interest include the tunic 
worn by Henry Joy McCracken at the 
Battle of Antrim, together with his sword, 
and there are other specimens relating to 
the Irish Volunteer movement of the 1768 
period. McCracken was publicly hanged 
in High street, Belfast, a month after the 
battle. 

The collection of pictures is not very ex- 
tensive, and some critics say that quite a 
number of them are of no particular value, 
but the Lavery Room, in which the 
portraits of distinguished men painted by 
the gifted artist adorn the walls, is 
certain to give pleasure to the visitor. A 
strong sense of humour—perverted, some 
people think—-must have influenced those 
responsible for sandwiching Mr. Joseph 
Devlin, M.P., the Nationalist leader, 
between two prominent Orangemen, Sir 
Edward Archdale and Sir Joseph Davison, 
the brilliant regalia worn by them con- 
trasting oddly with the Free State colours 
artistically portrayed in the background 
of Mr. Devlin’s portrait. This harmonious 
arrangement has caused a good deal ol 
amusement in the city, and no one enjoys 
it more than the three gentlemen con- 
cerned, 


NORTHERN ENTERPRISE. 


The intimation that the great Belfast 
firm of tobacco manufacturers, Messrs. 
Gallaher’s, Ltd., has decided to establish 
a big factory in Dublin has given a shock 
to some of the politicians who look with 
disfavour on anything in the Free State. 
The idea is to recover the southern trade 
which, it is said, declined since the 
border was set up, and it is gratifying to 
find that the enterprise of the firm down 
south will in no way interfere with 
employment in the Belfast factory. 

A director of Messrs. Gallaher, in an 
interview, said that the new factory will 
be built on the most modern lines, and 
will be fully equipped with the lates 
machinery capable of supplying tobacco, 
cigarettes, and snuff of the same high 
quality and volume as that sent out prior 
to the division of Ireland into two States. 
It is expected that at least three hundred 
hands will be engaged, and that the 
factory will be in full working order 
within a year. This new venture will, 
no doubt, be welcomed in the Free State. 


A ROMANTIC FIGURE, 


| Dr. Alexander Irvine, an Antrim man 
who has spent most of his life in America, 
is at present on a visit to what he 
describes as his “ native tribe.’’ He is 
the author of “ My Lady of the Chimney 
Corner,” in which the story of his early 
days is vividly told, and has been in turn 
a soldier, traveller, preacher, and a Pro- 
fessor of Yale University, where he occu- 
pied the chair in literature. Since his 
arrival some time ago he has been giving 
the community the benefit of his advice in 
municipal administration, temperance and 
other questions of public interest. 

Dr. Irvine is an eloquent and con- 
vincing speaker, and his romantic history 
from newsboy to university professor 
makes a strong appeal to his hearers. He 
is very decided about the value of pro- 
hibition, but admits that in America the 
“most conservative party who were 
entrusted with the carrying out of the 
prohibition laws are the largest drinkers 
in the country to-day.’’

CONDITIONS OF ADMISSION 
TO RACECOURSES. 


The debate ou thé committee stage of the 
Totalisator Bill, 1929, was resunieqd. . 

Mr. JOHNSON moved an amendment to 
the effect that no fee for the grant of a 
totalisator licenee should he charged unless it 
had been approved by the resolution of Dall 
Fireann. He said that this was 4 constitu- 
‘ienal amendment, and was based on the 
théory and principle that a charge could nat 
be made bv the Crown or State without the 
consent of the Legislature. 

Mr. COMYN said that the House which 
represented the people should have control 
over finance. 

Mr. BLYTHE. Minister for Finance, said 
that no constitutional principle was involved. 
The Minister had already power io. levy 
charges in connection with the Post Office. 

The amendment was lost. 


‘ DISQUALIFIED.” 


Sir WALTER NUGENT moved an amend- 
ment to Section 3, Sub-Section (6), giving 
power to exclude book-makers disqualifiec 
under any recognised rules of racing.

Mr. PARKINSON moved an amendment to

f OR those who come to Ireland in 

_ search of a brief rest, and some- 
thing that will make them forget the 
cares and worries of every-day life, there 
are places in Kerry that will suit them. 
The coast of Kerry is set with beauty 
spots like jewels. Parknasilla, Water- 
ville, Ballybunion, with its famous caves ; 
and, out west in the sea, lovely Valentia 
Island. 

Wandering further up the Western 
coast is Kilkee, its claim on the affections 
of the public as a seaside resort has !ong 
rested on a sure foundation. North of 
Kilkee, Miltown-Malbay, Spanish Point 
and Lahinch also maintain a well- 
established popularity. 

Mayo offers fine bathing, boating and 
sea-fishing at its coastal resorts—Killala, 
Westport, under the shadow of Croagh 
Patrick; Leenane, Mallaranny, Newport, 
Achill Island, Belmullet. To the North- 
West, with Belmullet as centre, the 
traveller in search of wild places and 
rugged grandeur of scenery can find his 
heart’s desire. 


SLIGO AND DONEGAL. 


Sligo and Rosse’s Point have always 
been well patronised, but of late they 
have come to hold a much more prominent 
place in public favour. They, too, have 


line, we find the wild moorland country, 
lovely Jakes, and mountain groups and 
single peaks calling to the climber to come 
and conquer them. Over Clew Bay rises 
the bold outline of Croagh Patricks scene 
of a yearly pilgrimage. 

At the head of Sligo Bay, the town of 
Sligo stands with its protecting moun- 
tains, those to the north presenting a 
curious flat-topped appearance. In the 
valleys of Glencar and Glenade are lakes 
of great beauty, and down the cliff-like 
walls of the valleys waterfalls hurl their 
spray, 


THE NORTHERN COUNTRYSIDE. 


In Donegal the mountain-climber will 
find enough and to spare to absorb his 
energies. The lofty promontories of the 
wild coastline are a good index to the 
character of the country inland. The 
cliffs of Horn Head are over six hundred 
feet in height, and, in the north-east 
Muckish and Errigal assert their claims 
to superiority in height over the lesser 
mountains of the county. 

For lovers of the picturesque, the shar 
contrasts aflorded in the mingled black 
and pale-hued cliffs of the Antrim coast 
will have great charm. From Larne, 
through Cushendall, across high moorland, 
the traveller comes to Ballycastle, guarded 
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BRAY—The gateway to beautiful Wicklow. 


much to recommend them beyond the 
customary joys of the sea coast. Back 
from the sea-front lies many a place 
within a short walk or drive, where de- 
lightful days may be spent. Few will 
leave the neighbourhood without visiting 
Lough Gill, Lough Melvin and Droma- 
haire, with its ancient Abbey. 


NORTHERN RESORTS. 


In Antrim places of beauty and interest 
will be found in plenty to choose from 
when a change of scene is desired from the 
seaside. All the popular resorts provide 
excellent means of transit to neighbour- 
ing beauty spots. 

All round the Northern counties’ coast- 
line the fine bracing air attracts yearly 
large crowds of visitors from abroad, and 
many Ulster folk, who believe—and quite 
rightly—that they might go further afield 
and fare worse, act on that belief, and 
patronise their own watering-places. 

Larne, a busy port, has a faithful 
clientéle of friends, who add to the 
number of visitors each season, with 
praise of its beauties; and Ballycastle, 
further on, 3s an old-established favourite. 


Head, and, after a short journey through 
bogland and waste stretches, dotted with 
rugged scenery, he reaches the far-famed 
Giant s Causeway. 

South of Belfast, in the fertile county 
of Down, we come to where those friends 
in an old song—‘“ The Mountains of 
Mourne roll down to the sea.” At their 
eastern extremity, Slieve Donard rears its 
2,796 feet to the heavens, the western end 
dropping in precipitous manner into 
Carlingiord Lough. 

Wherever we turn in this country at 
every hand beauty meets us, beauty 
linked with historical associations, each 
enhancing the claims of the other to 
consideration. We may for long have 
lagged behind other countries in facilities 
for travel and accommodation, but we are 
fast leaving that reproach behind us. The 
tourist Who comes to us prepared to enter 
into the spirit of the game of life, as we 
play it in Ireland, will return to his own 
country 
memories.

Portstewart, Portrush and tha Giant’s 
Causeway are known far and wide. 

In County Down, Bangor and Cultra, 
with the numerous yachting contigent 
who frequent the place, reaps a fine har- 
vest of tourists. Warrenpoint, at the 
head of Carlingford Lough, is charmingly 
situated in delightfully picturesque sur- 
roundings. 

On Donegal Bay is Bundoran, which 
has long catered so well for the needs of 
travellers from all parts that it has a wide 
popularity. Further along the coast, 
Killybegs, lying in its land-locked bay, is 
not far from many spots of historic 
interest, among them what remains of the 
monastery, where the book of ‘‘ The 
Annals of the Old Masters’’ was compiled. 
Off the coast stands remote Tory Island, 
only visited by the more intrepid spirits, 
who have their reward in all that is to be 
seen there of ancient ecclesiastical ruins. 


BEAUTIES OF THE WEST. 


HERE is variety enough in the West of 
Ireland and its scenery to put an 
edge on the appetite of the most blase 
globe-trotter. Along the Clare coast and. 
inland the landscape varies from the stark 
splendour: of the cliffs of Moher to the 
most peaceful stretches of quiet beauty.

The old-world town of Galway will check 
the wanderer’s footsteps, surely, while he 
drinks in its wild tales of the turbulent 
times of long ago, and examines the ruins 
that enthral the historian and anti- 
quarian, both in the city and in the 
Aran Islands, off the coast. Galway 1s 
the gateway to great tracts of lonely moor- 
land and ‘heather-covered hills, made 
known to the world by succeeding genera- 
tions of artists and poets. From Galway, 
through Connemara to Clifden, will be 
seen to the north Lough Corrib and the 
high peaks of the Twelve Bens and Maam 
Turk. Through the Pass of Kylemore, 
bevond Clifden, we reach Killary Harbour, 
with its mountain guardians, chief among 
them the giant Mweelrea.

RACING IN THE FREE 
STATE. 
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HE wonderful record set up by Irish 
horses this year in England, where 
virtually every race of importance, in- 
cluding the Derby, has been carried off by 
horses bred in this country, must inspire 
sports-loving visitors to Ireland with a 
desire to see at first-hand Irish horses 
performing on their own courses. Nowhere, 
perhaps, can racing be enjoyed so ideally 
as in Ireland, where the love of the horse 
is so inculcated into the bones and blood 
of the people.

Guest ‘‘The New. British Empire.’’ 
The authors of these two books are both 
worthy of attention on the subject. The 
Right Hon. W. M. Hughes was Prime 
Minister of the Australian Commonwealth 
for many years, including those important 
years of war which saw the formal change 
from dependence to equality in the rela- 
tions/of the Dominions to Great Britain. 
“The British Empire is not fashioned to 
a plan. Nobody foresaw it, designed it, 
or deliberately built it up like a symphony 
upon the theme of enlightened democracy 
with which it dominates the ears of the 
hations to-day. It is not the dream of a 
Yconqueror, translated patiently, expen- 
sively, into possessions, dependencies. 
Neither is it an  accident—something 
which just happened. It is an organic 
growth moulded by time and circumstance. 
When the bud formed no one realised what 
the flower would be. The flower passed 
into fruit. The seeds strike into the 
earth. What new wonder they will bring 
forth we do not know.” 

What will be brought forth? The 
theories which Mr. Hughes airs in his 
book might render the whole adventure 
just a boyish dream, He rejects the 
Federation that fascinated the Imperial- 
ists of forty years ago, and he very 
vigorously belabours the decision of the 
Inter-Empire Relations Committee of 
1926. Diplomatic disunity he condemns, 
suggesting that imperial unity is possible 
only so long as the ‘‘ Dominions act with 
a wise restraint.’’ But he sets a bad 
example himself ; he sends restraint to the 
winds, and sets forth -his highly con- 
troversial views with a force that may 
have a recoil in unexpected places. The 
Irish Free State gets a flick, but Canadian 
policy is criticised in a way that may 
enrage loyal Canadians. South Africa, 
too, is unsatisfactory to Mr. Hughes, and 
Americans cannot be expected to mistake 
his vigour for kindness. On the whole, it 
is a readable book which will attract 
attention to some of the problems of the 
Commonwealth usually passed over in 
silence.

These too conscientious gentlemen had the 
good sense to exclude him from a dinner 
rá á Lady Morgan was not guite so un- 
ind, although her friends were warning 
her. ‘What!’ they cried, “is poor 
Prince Pickle come ‘here’? Oh, he will 
have you down in his ‘ morgen blatt’—he 
will ‘pounce’ on you.”

If he 
failed to repair his fortunes in these hunts, 
still he had the pleasure of being clasped 
warmly to the bosom of the best English 
society and made welcome in the company 
of the highest; in the land. “ Lord Darnley, 
the Duke of York, Lord Lauderdale and 
Lady Lansdowne were friends of old stand- 
ing; the Duke’ of. Wellington and the 
Dowager Lady Londonderry, acquaintances 
dating from the Congress of Aix-la 
Chapelle. Piickler-Muskan was elected a 
member of the Travellers’ Club and of the 
United Services Club; he attended all the 
brilliant functions of the seasons of 182? 
and 1828—routs, balls, concerts, /fétes, 
Almacks and dinners. | 
‘‘He was presented to George IV. 
levée ; the first gentleman of Europe said 
that he remembered him perfectly, but 
showed so.ae confusion with regard to 
dates. He dined with royalty, and was 
commanded to appear at royal functions: 
he was presen to the Duke of Clarence 
and to the Duchess of Kent, and was a 
member of an intimate party given by the 
latter. He dined with the Far! of 
Carnarvon .. . he was invited to 
concerts at Devonshire House, and to 
dinner with the Duchess of Gloucester and 
the Duke of Sussex. He was at a féte 
and concert given by Lord Hertford, and 
was present with a thousand others at a 
squash at the Duke of Northumberland’s, 
who showed him over his palace a few 
days later. He lunched with the Duke of 
Somerset, and found favour in the eyes 
of the Archbishop of York, who enter- 
tained him to dinner at the palace.’’

O every age belongs its own point of 
view, and its own outstanding 
characteristics. Perhaps in no period has 
the tendency to criticism been more 
general—or more generally indulged— 
than in our own. No institution, and 
no well-known persoality has escaped it. 
As carieature is one of the obvious forms 
of criticism, it is imevitable that it is 
more common now than previously. 
From the pages of the halfpenny Press, 
to those of the costly periodical, it is ever 
before us. Society, sport, politics, art, 
music, the church and the stage, all enjoy 
the doubtful privilege of being subjected 
to this form of almost wordless criticism. 
With the change of manners, customs 
and peint of view, the style of caricature 
has nged, and coarseness and broad 
humour have given place to the subtle, if 
somewhat remorseless, satire of to-day. 
Since Hogarth’s time caricature has held 
á recognised place in this, as in other, 
countries. Its gradual development is 
interesting to follow, but it has never had 
so many exponents as at. the present 
time. With the names oi most of these 
we aré all familiar, and all possess their 
devoted admirers. It is almost impossible 
to judge the work of an artist except by 
compagison with that of others in the 
same sphere. Thus, a collection of 
drawings by well-known caricaturists 
would serve to emphasize the individuality 
of outlook and sense of the ludicrous, 
possessed by every one of them. 
The subject chosen for this 
fspecial Autumn Number of The 
Studio is ‘‘Caricature of To-day.”’

HE genius of Mr. Vachell is for a siniple 
| realism. He tells of the rise in fortune 
of a struggling youth, and excites his 


Her sad- 
ness at seeing the old palaces of Russia 
marred by gaping shell-holes is contrasted 
with her delight at finding the Winter 
Palace a hospital for children. “I am 
convinced,’’ she says, “that here in 
Russia is the greatest miracle that has 
happened to humanity for two thousand 
years.” Again she says: ‘‘ We are too 
close to understand, and it is probably 
only those who will be alive in a hundred 
years who will understand that by the 
reign of Communism humanity has made. 
a great step forward from which it can 
never go back.”’ 

Of this great “ step forward,’’ in its 
1921 stage, Isadoru’s biographers only 
succeed in conveying to the minds of 
their readers. an impression of something 
excellent in theory, but hopeless in prac- 
tice. We are brought to the realisation 
that social revolutions cannot succeed 
without mental revolutions. One loses 
patience with the great Isadora in her in- 
fatuation for the drunken mujik. poet. 
We are only given a single specimen of 
his verse, and that has nothing to recom- 
mend it except that it-was his last. Then 
we are made to despair for the future of 
individual liberty in the story of Isadora’s 
return to America, and her treatment by 
the American Press. ‘‘ Had I come to 
this country @s a. foreign financier. to 
borrow money,’’ she tells the New York 
reporters, “ I wousd have had a great re- 
ception. As I only came as a recognised 
artist I was sent to Ellis Island as a 
dangerous individual.’’ 

On her departure she tells them: “ This 
is the last time you will ever see me in 
America. I would rather live in Russia 
on black bread and vodka than here in 
the best hotels. You know nothing of 
love, food or art. In Russia there is 
freedom. Here the people do not know 
what it is. If anyone speaks his 
mind, the Government prosecutes him ; 
but they can’t stop him from drinking !'' 
Isadora never lost her ideals. “ All 
problems can be solved if one begins with 
the child,” she said.

S there any place within thirty or forty 
miles of London, barrine Surrey, which 
has greater charm and seclusion than the 
Penn country and the Chilterns which 
Mr. Ralph Robinson has chosen to describe 
and Mr. Charles Bathurst to illustrate ? 
In the matter of seclusion Surrey might 
yield the palm to it; for although the 
motor coach and the bungalow are multi- 
plying, there are still vast areas left which, 
if the present growing spirit prevails, will 
be dedicated for ever to the service of the 
human foot. 
Mr.. Robinson. and Mr. Bathurst, walk- 
ing hand in hand, as it were, have done 
wonderfully well, and our erly regret is 
that the volume is too large to slip into a 
pocket whén We go into that delectable land 
therein described. Their district begins 
with Jordans and the Chalfonts, indelibly 
connected with the name of William 
Penn, who here withdtew from a mis- 
understanding world, and found his last 
resting-place by the little meeting-house at 
Jordans, which yet retains much of its 
seventeenth century simplicity and 
seclusion. Their northernmost point is 
reached on the wooded heights of Ashridge, 
now happily dedicated to public use, and 
right across Buckinghamshire to the 
tangled. valleys of. the Oxfordshire 
Chilterns. It is not a'l country-going ; 
for great men have lived in these beautiful 
wilds—statesmen like Burke and Disraeli, 
poets like Milton, Shelley and Gray, and 
even Rupert Brooke gave it benediction. 
There are great houses to be seen, 
and memories to recall of great men who 
have served their country well—grim 
fancies, too, as of the phantom coach that 
still rolls its midnight way under the 
pine trees of Newlands Park. 
No one knows this country thoroughly, 
though Mr. Robinson gets somewhere near 
perfection, and so his book may be recom- 
mended alike to those who have tramped 
it for years and to those who are only 
beginning to discover the beauties of its 
endless pathways.

GATHERING IN 
BELFAST. 


AMERICAN VISITORS’ 


BANQUET. 


A gathering probably unique in the history 
of Ulster took place in the Shaftesbury 
Restaurant, Belfast, last night, when a dinner 
was given by the Ulster Club of the United 
States of America, 600 members of which 
are at present on a visit to this country to 
attend the twelfth of July and twelfth of 
August celebrations. Four new flags weré

Privy Council Appeals. 


The anomalóús situation regarding 
appeals to the Privy Council has been 
illustrated once more by the action 
of the Free State Government in 
the case of the Performing Rights 
Society, Limited, versus the Bray Urban 
Council. Three years ago a band in the 
employment of the Bray Council included 
in its programme of music two items, the 
copyright of which was vested in the Per- 
forming Rights Society, of London. This 
body applied to the High Court in Dublin 
lor an injunction against the Council]. Its 
application was granted by Mr. Justice 
Johnston, although the defendants argued 
that the Copyright Act of 1011 had ceased’ 
to operate in the Free State after 
the signing of the Treaty in Decem- 
ber, 1921, and that neither the Free 
State Constitution nor thé subsequent 
Adaptation of Enactments Act had in- 
corporated it in the body of law applicable 
to the Saorstdt. On appeal to the Supreme 
Court, however, Mr. Justice Johnston’s 
decision was revérsed, in spite of the fact 
that the case for the Performing Rights 
Society was reinforced by counsel repre- 
senting the Free State Government. The 
Society then applied for leave to appeal 
to the King in Council, relying on Article 
66 of the Free State Constitution, which 
expressly confers the right.of such applica- 
tion, and preserves His Majesty’s right 
to. grant it. Last November the Privy 
Council gave leave to appeal on the ground 
that the case was of moré than domestic 
importance. An appeal wa; pending when 
the Free State Government decided to take 
a hand in the game. 

The effect of the Supreme Court’s judg- 
ment was that between the date of the 
Treaty and the date on which the Free 
State Copyright Act of 1927 came into 
force there was no copyright law in the 
Saorstát. The Act of 1927 spetifically saved 
all rights acquired before Decémber 6th, 
1921, but, through some curious omission, 
no provision seems to havé been made for 
those authors who created works, or those 
assignees who acquired copyrights, between 
1921 and 1927. In order to fill up this 


legal vacuum, the Free State Government 


introduced the Copyright Protection Bill 
(1929), which passed its report stage in 
the Senate yesterday, thus remedying the 
flaw in its former Act which had been dis- 
covered by the Performing Rights Society. 
By a special section of the uew bill, how- 
ever, the Government deliberatély has pre# 
vented the Sociéty from prosecuting its 
ease before the Privy. Council. This 
section is analogous to the ad hoc legisla- 
tion by means of which the Government, 
five years ago, prevented an appeal in the

that the Government regarded the case as 
a “purely domestic matter” The 
Government’s intention was “to get rid of 
the prérogdtive of the Crown, or, in the 
alternative, to let it stand, with an under- 
standing that appeals to the Privy Council 
would tend td become less and less.” It 
must be understood “that people who 
wantéd to appeal to the Privy Council 
did so at their own risk.” 

Two aspects of the Govetnment’s policy 
in this case must cause grave concern to 
every thoughtful citizen. One is the dis- 
courtesy which has been shown to an 
English society, seeking mérely to assert 
its acknowledged rights in the Free State; 
and the other, which is far more im- 
portant—if hardly more disturbing—is the 
Government’s attitude towards the Privy 
Council. The treatment of the Performing 
Rights Society certainly is no credit to 
Saorstát Eireann, but Mr. McGilligan’s 
statement in the Senate is a menace to 
the whole Constitution. The right to 
appeal to the King in Council, if leave 
is granted, is one of the most precious 
gifts of British citizenship; and it 
is unchallenged in every other 
Dominion. Sir John Keane told Mr. 
McGilligan that the more honest course 
would be to cancel Article 66 of the 
Constitution, and all upright men will 
agree with him. What is the use of this 
article if, at any moment, the Free State 
Governmént can introduce ad hoc legisla- 
tion to nullify it; and, if one article can 
be defied by Ministers, is there any reason 
why others should be sacrosanct? What 
will happen when Mr, de Valera and his 
party come into power? They will have 
excellent precedents for any attacks on 
the Constitution that they may choose to 
make; and, like Mr. MoGilligan, they 
will be able to take refuge in the assertion 
that they are dealing with “a purely 
domestic matter.” Is the Free State, or 
is it not, a Dominion of the British 
Commonwealth? If it is 4 Dominion, the 
tight to appeal to the King in Council is 
part of the people’s birthtight; if it is 
not a Dominion, the entire Constitution is 
a fraud. 


Dublin’s Post Office. 


Dublin’s General Post Office, which has 
been a ruin for thirteen years, was re- 
stored yesterday to the public service. 
The event is auspicious, and President 
Cosgrave’s speech was not unworthy of it. 
Some part of his retniniscence—as, indeed, 
the nature of things demanded—was con- 
troversial, but in much of his pride and 
hope every good Irishman will be a will- 
ing partner. We have nothing but praise 
for the Free State Govérnment’s effort to 
repair the material wounds of war. It 
began the work in an atmosphere of civil 
tumult, and for a time laboured, like 
Nehemiah, with a sword in one hand and 
a trowel in the other. Secure peace has 
quickéned the policy of reconstruction, 
until to-day Dublin—rebuilt, well-paved, 
well-tended, circled with new suburbs of 
healthy homes—can claim a high place 
among the capitals of Europe. _ More- 
over, the Governmeni’s historic sense has 
been & vigilant caretaker of old craftsman- 
ship and old dignity. In 1916 and after- 
wards three of Dublin’s finest buildings 
were destroyed, as Mr. Cosgrave says, 
“ through warlike action.” The Customs 
House has been brought back without loss 
of beauty ; the Four Courts ate in process 
of renewal, and yesterday the General 
Post Office re-opened its doors. Happily, 
the furiés of Easter Week spared 
Johnston’s noble portico, It survives as 
a monumeént of Georgian grace; and, in 
the restored and enlarged buildings behind 
it, “ provision has been made for services 
that were not thought of in the remotest 
dreams of the postal authorities of those 
days.” We learn with pleasure from Mr. 
Cosgrave that the material and workman- 
ship of the new Post Office are Irish and 
maintain, unbroken, a national tradition 
of taste, thoroughness and “skill. Not 
only the public, but the postal officials, 
who, for some years, have toiled in make- 
shift quarters—and here we pay tribute 
to their consistent courtesy and cheerful- 
ness under difficulties—will welcome the 
change to ampler accommodation and 
modern conveniences. The Department, 
also, as we may hope, will take inspira- 
tion from its new access of dignity, and 
will try to abridge the gap between up-to- 
date premises and inefficient services. 
When Mr. Cosgrave reminds us that a 
Free State citizen can send a letter for 
two pennies “ half-way across the world,” 
he réminds us also that a citizen of 
Northern Ireland can do the same thing 
for three-halfpence, and that the present 
cost of Free State telegrams is extor- 
tionate. Rome, however, was not built 
in a day. The new General Post Office 
is an earnest of progress; opened on the 
eighth anniversary of the Anglo-Irish 
Truce, it ought to be a symbol of 
reconciliation. ‘‘ War,” said President 
Cosgrave, ‘‘ has now given way to peace “”; 
and the Free State to-day is in close and 
profitable contact with her great neighbour 
—even though her Government has been 
careful to obliterate the Royal Arms from 
Johnston's portico.

Persian Unrest. 


History tells us that the way of the 
reforming. autocrat is fraught with 
difficulties. In the earliest times the 
enlightened Pharaoh Akhnaten was unable 
to overcome the prejudices of the priestly 
caste, and only a few months ago King 
Amanullah of Afghanistan lost his throne 
through his precipitate efforts to intro- 
duce western culture among lis primitive 
subjects. The present revolt among the 
nomadic tribes of Persia indicates that 
Riza Khan Pehlevi is beset by the same 
troubles. Unrest among the Bakhtiaris 
and Baharlus in the neighbourhood of 
Shiraz has requitéd the despatch of 
troops to forestall insurrection. lt is not 
likely, however, that Riza Khan will 
share the fate of Amanullah. The Shah 
graduated in the ranks of the Pérsian 


Cossacks, and, therefors, does not lack 


the common touch that so often escapes . 


Furthermore, considerable class in 
Persia. has assimilated some. idea of 
civic responsibility, to which tribal 
gtievances make no appeal. The country 
has enjoyed a constitution, with interrup- 
tions, since 1907, and, though its scope 
may have been limited, it has borne fruit. 
Persia, moreover, unlike Afghanistan, has 
traditions. The position to-day of Riza 
Khan is almost exactly parallel with that 
which confronted Ardeshir I., the first 
monarch of the House of Sassan, when 
he résuscitated Persian nationalism after 
the Parthian domination. He and his 
successor, Sapor I.,. were forced to wage 
many petty wars with dissatisfied 
sheiks before the monarchy reached its 
zenith under Sapor II. and Chosroes 
Anushirwan. The present tribal disturb- 
ances are but a proof. of the Shah's 
vigorous policy, and we may suppose that 
Riza Khan Pehlevi will be as successful 
in his efforts to reform his country as was

“The Blue Danube.’’ 


é“ Mortals have many languages, the 
immortals one.” In a welter of modern 
‘‘ ragtime '” an occasional legacy\from a 
greater past rears its head. To us there 
is nothing surprising in the fact that this 
season’s jéunesse dorée should have re- 
discovered the delights of the “Blue 
Danube” Waltz. Strauss’s masterpiece, of 
its own kind, is comparable’ with 
Beethoven's nine symphonies in its appeal 


to all time. It is, as Wagner said of the, 


seventh symphony, the apotheosis of the 
dance. The fact that the “ Blue Danube” 
should have achieved a new popularity is 
a comforting feature in a depressing age. 
We may boast to be far better than our 
sires, but, in our efforts to achieve a 
modern success, we are apt to forget 
those qualities which rescued our more 
limited forefathers from mediocrity. 
Burke has told us that the age of 
chivalry is dead, but those who remember 
the society of pre-war days will hesitate 
to believe him. In the ballrooms 
of London, Dublin and Paris a 
chivalrous courtesy invariably pre- 
vailed. A lady was a lady and not an 
‘© old bean,” while a standard inherited 
from the days of Sir John Chandos and 
the Chevalier Bayard was not ashamed to 
declare itself. The music of Strauss and 
Waldteufel was sufficient in itself to pre- 
clude the vulgarity that so often passes 
for wit to-day. We live in an age of 
advertisement and commercialism, and a 
disillusionised people seeks anew the 
culture that it has discarded. Once again 
the “Blue Danube '' sets a measure for the 
feet of modern London. The old Blue 
Viennese band may be replaced by a 
quintet in dinner jackets, but Strauss’s 
message is unaltered. He wrote a walta 
for ladies and gentlemen.

Miners’ Hours. 


Pledges given by Mr. Macdonald during 
the course of the general election are. now 
coming home for redemption, and at the 
meeting of the Executive of the Miners’ 
Federation here this morning it was stated 
that it was expected that the pledge to 
repeal the Eight Hours (Mines) Act would 
be honoured, and efforts are to be made 
to secure a definite statement from the 
Prime Minister before the Miners’ on 
ference meets at Blackpool. Again, there 
appears in the order papers of the House 
of Commons to-day a motion supported by 
several members, calling upon the Govern- 
ment to continue the education of children 
until they are fifteen, with the provision 
of a maintenance allowance. 


School Ages. 


In connection with the raising of the 
school age to fifteen, it may be recalled 
that the Socialists expected that the 
Prime Minister would find a place for 
this proposal in the King’s Speech, and 
much disappointment was expressed when 
it was found that it was omitted. In the 
circumstances, it 1s not at all surprising 
that the Government has decided to post- 
pone this matter; for, while it might be 
advantageous from the unemployment 
point of view to delay nearly four hundred 
thousand children from entering into the 
industrial world, it is no light matter for 
the parents of these children to keep 
them at home after they have reached the 
age of fourteen and begin to possess ideas 
as to pocket money and amusement. The 
suggestion that a maintenance allowance 
should be given raises at once a financia! 
question of some magnitude ; for the sum 
per chiid would not be much less than 
five shillings a week, and this would mean 
some millions per year. 


Signor Mussolini. 


A great deal of interest 1s taken in the 
Lobby in the report that Signor Mussolini 
intends to come to London for the Inte 
Whational Aero Exhibition. The visit of> 
Koreign Premier is always a matter of 
political importance, even though it ina) 
be on purely private business, and it is 
interesting to speculate what the attitude 
of the Labour Government will be on this 
occasion. Everybody will desire that the 
illustrious visitor should have ti 
welcome to. which his position entitles 
him; but it will not make life any easier 
for Ministers, already considerably 
harassed on the Left wing, if they have 
to do the honours to a man regarded | 
the conirades of the Left as the arch 
enemy of ‘international democracy. Signor 
Mussolini's last visit to this country was 
a very quiet affair. 


Labour Peers. 


Lord Darling has put down a motion 
on the order paper of the House of Lords 
which, if passed, will afford considerable 
relief to Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, ina:

Such a step would pr 
vide a strong reinforcement to the meac 
number of Labour. Peers in the Upper 
House. 


The Premier's Salary, 


Mr. Macdonald is to be asked next Mon- 
day whether he will appoint a Select Com- 
mittee to examine the expenses attached 
to the duties of the office .of Prim? 
Minister, and to recommend to the Houss 
such additions as may be found desirable 
The question will be put by Mr. Bracken 
the Conservative member for Paddington 
It may be interesting to point out that an 
inquiry into this subject was heid in 1920. 
when a Select Committee proposed tha 
the salary of the Prime Minister shou!’ 
be increased from five thousand to eight 
thousand pounds per annum.

The strain of it is over. You might be 
surprised. at that. But it is the fact that 
the worry attaching to motor racing 1s 
associated more With the preliminaries 
than with the actual event. So many 
things have to’ be done. The cars 
must be prepared’; they must be tried out 
on the course ; they must be adapted to the 

euliar conditions. After the cars have 
gone through their paces, and the drivers 
have done with this nasty business of 
getting up with the larks, it is plain sail- 
‘nz—or, should I say, driving? We have 
done everything we can. Our cars are as 
cool as we can get them, and well, in any 
case, we are through with everything 
except actual racing. There is a sense of 
freedom about it. It is like posting a 
letter which you are not quite sure you 
ought to post: Once it is done it is 
irrevocable, and so. you do not worry any 
more about it. 

To-day’s raee should be a very good one. 
Some of the cars have shown up very well 
in practice, and he would be a bold man 
who should “declare for any one as a 
probable winner. I have my own ideas 
about it. but I do not suppose that they 
agree with those of other people. One of 
the little fellows in the 750 c.c. Class has 
been lapping at very: high speed, and he 
i the most dangerous of the hares. 

Mv stable is satisfied with its cars in the 
middle division, and we ought to do very 
yell. Signor Ramponi, that brilliant 
lile Italian driver, must be considered. 
He is capable of winning. But to win a 
race of this description you must have 
luck or, perhaps, I had better put it in the 
negative sense, and say that you must not 
have anv bad luck. Your car must stand 
up to the work. That is part of the 


contest. 
LUCK? 

One very often commiserates a man who 
is forced out of the running during the 
race and says “Bad luck.” But is it? 
The battle is one of endurance as well as 
of speed.. If a car is very, very fast, but 
cannot ‘stand the ‘strain for the fuil 
distances then it is not se good a car in 
that particular race as the slightly slower, 
but more durable, vehicle. 

We could so tune our cars that they 
would be very fine sprinters, but not 
stavers, and it is, in fact, -sometimes 
arranged by a manufacturer-entrant that 
one of his representatives should go out 
on what is sometimes called a “ wrecking 
expedition.” It is his job to set a very 
hot pace and go as far as he can. He 
micht beat the “record ” for the Jap. He 
might induce a competitor to overdo 
things by giving chase and overstressing 
his car. If he does either of these things, 
he has achieved something. 

Motor racing eonsists of something more 
than treading on the gas and holding 
the wheel’: One “has to use what is 
colloquially known as “savvy. There is 
a good deal of organisation behind the 
scenes, amd signalling codes usually are 
adopted between the driver and the “man 
at the pits.” One drives in accordance 
vith developments, and may put his 
speed up or down during the race accord; 
ing to the manner of its progress. For 
example, a man who held a long lead, 
with only a few laps to go, would make 
a tactical mistake by trying to put up a 
very fast lap. It is his job to “ play for 
safeiy. 

On the other hand, the man who can 
only win by putting up some very fast 
Japs must subject his car to the straig of 
excessive speed, and—to use another 
colloquialism—‘“ win or burst.” 
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POINTS OF THE FINAL 
| PRACTICE. 


TWO NOTEWORTHY 
DRIVERS. 


By Our Moror CorresponpeEnNT. 


A well-marked improvement in the per- 
formances of virtually all the drivers in 
the Grand Prix practice was evident in 
the Phenix Park yesterday morning. This 
was shown in the almost complete lack of 
““incidents,’’ in spite of the high average 
speeds recorded in every class. The com- 
petitors seemed to be fairly well ‘‘ settled ”’ 
in their corner work, and showed very 
little variation in their speeds and 
methods lap after lap. Most of them 
followed the same path round the bends, 
but a few have adopted quite distinctive 
methods. 

The course was reserved for the over 
1,500 c.c. cars for the first hour of the 
practice. During this period I occupied a 
point of vantage on the sandbags round 
the base of the Gough Monument, and 
studied the cornering methods of the 
drivers. 

Two who caught the eye particularly 
were Thistlethwayte, on the big Mercedes, 
and Captain Malcolm Campbell, on the 
super-charged Sunbeam. The outstanding 
features of the driving of both were their 
steadiness, regularity, and obvious safety, 
all combined with a very fine turn of 
speed. When the race demands it, both 
will be able to clip another second or two 
off their times for this corner without 
taking undue risks. 


APPROACHING THE TURN. 

Campbell approached the turn on a 
totally different path to any other drivers, 
keeping well out. to the left, and then 
sweeping across the apex in such a way as 
to give him a fine start up the straight. 
The Bentleys, as a whole, were inclined 
to swing a bit wide on the bend, and were 
not quite as steady as one would expect. 
But they wasted no time on it. 

The Alfa-Romeos and Bugattis kept 
close to the inside of the bend all the way 
round until they emerged into the straight. 
Leonard Headlam (Alfa-Romeo) appeared 
to be the fastest of all. Time after time 
he swung round, the wheels skidding 
slightly all the way. On all the turns this 
driver follows the extraordinary procedure 
of rapidly and violently oscillating the 
steering wheel. 

Almost equally fast, and more orthodox 
in his handling of the car, was the driver 
of F. W. Stile’s Alfa-Romeo. There were 
several good duels on the corner. Thistle- 
thwayte (Mercedes) and H. R. S. Birkin 
(super-charged Bentley) did two or three 
laps in close company, the former appa- 
rently trying to incite the Bentley driver 
to put his foot hard down and show what 
his car could. do; but Birkin refused to be 
“drawn.” The Lagondas put in some 
good steady practising, but the O.M.’s did 
not appear to be on the course.

CONSPIRATORS: ON 
TRIAL. 


CHARGES OF MURDER, 
————_ | 
From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT, 


LAHORE, Thursday. 

The discovery of a bomb factory at 
Lahore was mentioned in the course of 
evidence given at the second hearing to- 
day of the trial of sixteen men from the 
Punjab, United Provinces and Bengal, 
who were arrested in’ connection with the 
murder of Mr. J. P, Saunders, Assistant 
Superintendent of Police, at Lahore on 
December 17 last. Mr. Saunders was shot 
dead while cycling home from his office, 
and the two youths who had killed him 
escaped on motor cycles after they had 
fatally wounded an Indian police clerk 
who gave chase. Charges in connection 
with the bomb‘factory and a conspiracy to 
murder officials are also being preferred. 
_ A police official, Abdul Aziz, who was 
in charge of the investigations after a 
bomb had been thrown among the crowd 
at the Dussehra celebrations at Lahore, 
gave evidénce to the effect that a certain 
Babu Singh had offered to provide him 
with a clue in connection with the murder 
of Mr. Saunders, provided that he was 
paid a thousand rupees. Babu Singh in- 
formed him that it was Bhagat Singh, one 
of the accused, who had founded the re- 
volutionary party in the Punjab; but 
Babu Singh then changed his mind and 
refused to make any further disclosures. 

Abdul Aziz ordered the arrest of 
Bhagat Singh, who was captured at Delhi, 
in April, after bombs had been thrown in 
the Assembly. The police then obtained 
information to the effect that mysterious 
oval-shaped hollow iron objects were being 
made in a certain house in Lahore by 
blacksmiths. A careful investigation re- 
sulted in the discovery of sulphur in the 
drain running from the house, and Mr. 
Stead, Deputy Inspector-General of Police, 
was informed from Delhi that bombs had 
been found there similar to those manu- 
iactured at Lahore. It was decided to 
raid the suspected house, and three young 
men found there were arrested, including 
Jaigopal, who has now turned approver. 
One of them, Sukhdev, who is now on 
trial, is alleged to have pulled out a 
loaded revolver, which was promptly seized 
by a policeman. He then, it was stated, 
admitted that in one of the rooms was a 
live bomb, and this, with eight other 
bombs in course of manufacture. as well 
as a pistol and bullets, was duly dis- 
covered. 

Counsel for the prosecution informed 
the Court that certain chemicals exhibited 
in court had been found on Sukhdev, 
whereupon Sukhdev shouted from the 
dock: ‘‘ Not at the time of the raid. I 
was just going to bathe and had no 
clothes on.’’

TWO YEARS’ SENTENCE.

DELHI, Thursday. 

Dr. Satyapal, the well known Punjab 
Congress leader, who was charged with 
making a seditious speech last March, 
was sentenced to-day to two years’ rigorous 
imprisonment and ordered to pay a fine of 
five hundred rupees or in default to serve 
an additional six months’ rigorous im- 
prisonment. The accused received the 
sentence with a smiling face. It is under- 
stood that he will shortly lodge an appeal. 

Dr. Satyapal stated that he did not 
remember the exact words of the speech 
in question, but he admitted that the 
governing sentiment in it was one of 
entire dissatisfaction with the present 
system of government and the desire to 
replace it by Swaraj, the-government of 
India by Indians free from alien domina- 
tion.

Important changes in the naval new 
construction programme are expected as 
the result of a revision which is now 
being considered by the Cabinet. 

It is proposed to cut down the pro- 
gramme as much as possible, consistent 
with the provision of replacements that 
are found to be absolutely necessary, the 
Government’s aim being to avoid any 
new construction which might hamper 
Ministers in future negotiations regarding 
disarmament. 

The new construction programme for 
this year, already authorised by Parlia- 
megt, consists of two cruisers, one flotilla 
leader and eight destroyers, one sub- 
marine dépét ship and six submarines, 
four sloops and one gunboat. 

MAY BE CANCELLED. 

For all those vessels which have been 
allotted to private yards the orders have 
already been placed. These include five 
of the six submarines in the programme, 
and it is expected that the private yard 
submarine orders will be cancelled. 

The reductions will probably also affect 
other items of the programme. 

The revision which is now in progress 
contemplates the transfer from foreign 
stations to home dockyards of work which 
would minimise the disturbance of em- 
ployment that might otherwise be caused. 

The Prime Minister is expected to be 
able to make a statement in the House of 
Commons before the adjournment for the 
holidays. 


THE LOST H47 


ALL OPERATIONS 
ABANDONED. 


NAVY'S LAST RESPECTS. 
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The following official statement with 
reference to the sunk H47 was issued yester- 
day :— 

““The Secretary of the Admiralty announces 
that, after full consideration of the circum- 
stances attending the location and salvage of 
H47, it has been decided to abandon all 
further operations. 

‘The following facts guided their lordships 
in reaching this decision—the certainty that 
all those who are missing perished almost 
immediately the vessel sank; the great depth 
of water and risk from tides and weather m 
the locality where she was sunk would render 
the salvage of the vessel, even if an ultimate 
possibility, a long and anxious task, involving 
the divers and others engaged on the work 
in great and continual danger. Even if H47 
were salved the damage sustained from 
pressure and flooding would render her unfit 
for further service, and salvage operations of 
such difficulty would not be justified.”” 

NAVY’S TRIBUTE OF RESPECT. 

The Admiralty announced later that, at 
sunset last night H.M.S. Rodney, flying the 
flag of the Rear-Admiral Commanding 
Submarines and attended by an escort of 
destroyers and other craft, paid the Navy’s 
last respects to submarine H47. i 

A special correspondent, describing the 
scene, stated :—In the gathering dusk Burial 
Services were held and wreaths laid on the 
water round the spot where the H47 was 
lost.  H.M S. ie intel and six destroyers 
dropped anchor, and the crews lined up, and 
Burial Services were conducted simultaneously 
by the chaplains of the vessels, Wreaths 
were laid on the water by seamen. 

PETTY OFFICER’S FIGHT FOR LIFE. 

Stoker Petty Officer Hicks, who was a 
member of the crew of the lost submarine, 
saved his life by clinging to the rail stay of 
L12, hanging on even when she dipped into 
the water before righting herself. 

I did not realise that L12 was going 
down as I was clinging to it, Hicks told a 
friend. I thought I was being washed by a 
huge wave. I hung on until I was clear of 
the water again. At first the crew of the 
L12 did not know that there had been a 
collision with H47. They thought that their 
boat had hit a rock or something of the kind. 
“ What are you doing there?’ one of them 
said to me. I told them I was from H47, 
which had been sunk. Thev were thunder- 
struck, but they rushed to help me and pulled 
me aboard, + 

INQUEST ON ABLE SEAMAN. 

The inquest was held at Milford Haven 
yesterday on Able Seaman A. E. R. Sampson, 
of the L12, who lost his life when that 
vessel collided with H47.

OF BUSINESS. 


MANY BILLS PASSED. 


From OUR Speciat 'CORRESPONDENT. 


Whether it was the late sitting of Wed- 
nesday night, with a consequent tired 
feeling, or whether it was solely the result 
of the excessively hot weather outside, 
there was about the Dail yesterday a 
general atmosphere of lassitude. Deputies 
throughout showed little inclination to 
enter into serious discussion of matters 
that came before the House. 

The Government were determined to get 
through outstanding business, and accord- 
ingly one found President Cosgrave, 
immediately aiter questions, rising to 
move the suspension of Standing Orders 
to allow the House to sit not later than 
eight o'clock this morning. He did not 
think that the business on the Order 
Paper would take more than the usual 
evening session, but in case that deputies 
felt inclined to obstruct matters he held 
this all night sitting in reserve. After 
last week’s experience no one wanted 
another all-night vizil, and the House 
proceeded hastily to clean up all out- 
standing matters. 


THE CENSORSHIP BILL. | 

The promoters of the Intoxicating 
Liquor Bill, which sought to have public- 
houses opened from five to eight o'clock 
in Cork on the 14th and 2ist July, had 
to take the bill as amended by the Senate; 
and that House had deleted the opening 
on the 2lst July from the bill. 

The House also accepted the Senate’s 
amendments to the Censorship of Publica- 
tions Bill, the principal of which was that 
the Board of Censors should number five 
persons, instead of the nine fixed in the 
bill as it previously left the Dail. Mr. 
Little sought to have the figure restored 
to nine, but his eloquence was without 
avail. 

The Dublin City and County (Relief of 
the Poor) Bill was withdrawn as the 
County Council had not been consulted in 
the matter. The House passed the 
Totalisator Bill as amended by the 
Senate. 

THE FAILURE OF TRADE LOANS. 

Another bill passed was the Trade 
Loans (Guarantee) (Amendment) Bill, 
which, the Minister explained, was the 
usual legislation introduced year by year. 
He had already stated that they had come 
to the conclusion that the Trade Loans 
legislation had outlived its utility, as no 
applications were coming in, but since his 
statement there had been three applica- 
tions. He was informed that two were 
likely to be proceeded with. There was 
also an application from Limerick 
Harbour Commissioners which was likely 
to be proceeded with, and to meet these 
ey they had to carry on the original 

ct. 

Mr. Lemass laid the blame for the 
break down of the Trade Loans legislation 
on the Advisory Councils, who had 
approached consideration of applications 
in the wrong spirit. 

The House gave the first reading to the 
Agricultural Produce (Fresh Meat) Bill, 
which seeks to make provision for the 
regulation of the export of fresh meat and 
offals by the registration and control of 
premises used for the slaughter of animals. 
It also deals with the export of dead 
rabbits and poultry. 

The long-promised bill for the protection 
and preservation of national’ monuments 
won also introduced, and passed the first 
readin 


“THE CONTROL OF TRAFFIC. 


On the motion for the adjournment of 
the Dail until the 23rd October, Mr. J. X. 
Murphy expressed regret that the bill to 
deal with control of "buses and traffic 
generally had not been introduced, as 
promised by the Minister for Industry. 
Mr. Briscoe added his voice, and urged 
that “bus owners should be compelled to 
insure against third party risks. 

That the President should himself take 
some action to provide relief for the able- 
‘bodied unemployed in the city was urged 
by Mr, S. T. O'Kelly. 

President Cosgrave said that legislation 
to deal with the ‘bis and control oí 
traffic problems would probably be intro- 
duced in the autumn. ‘The Executive 
Council had the point raised by Deputy

MONEY RESOLUTION

SEQUEL’ TO WIGG AND

In the House oí Commons last night 
the following money resolution in con- 
nection. with the Irish Free State (Con- 
firmation of Agreement) Bill was moved 
by. Mr. . Ponsonby, on behalf of the 
Government :— 3 

“ That it is expedient to confirm and 

ive effect to an agreement dated the 27th 

y of June, 1929, and made between His 
Majesty's Government in the United 
Kingdom and His Majesty's Government 
in the Irish Free State, for interpreting 
and supplementing Article 10 of the 
Articles of Agreement for a Treaty 
between Great Britain and Ireland, to 
which the force of law was given by the 
Irish Free State (Agreement) Act, 1922, 
and by the Constitution of the Irish Free 
State (Saorstat Eireann) Act, 1922, and 
to authorise the payment out of moneys 
provided by Parliament of any sums pay- 
able in, pursuance of the said agreement 
by His Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom to His Majesty's 
Government in the Irish Free State.’’ 

Mr. Ponsonby. Under-Secretary for the 
Dominions, explained that the Bill was 
prepared by the late Government, and the 
present Administration had found it 
ready for passage into law. The course 
which had been adopted by Mr. Amery 
commended itself to the present Secretary 
of State, and as concurrent legislation had 
been introduced in the Free State Pavlia- 
ment, he was bringing this resolution in 
at the earliest moment, in order that the 
compensation awarded to the transferred 
civil servants and the whole machinery 
of assessing compensation might be finally 
and satisfactorily settled. He recited the 
history of the Judicial Committee’s deci- 
sions, and the agreements subsequently 
made, and said that as these involved 
modification of Article 10 of the original 
Agreement, it was necessary to embody 
it in precise terms by which statutory 
authority must be given. He claimed 
that the bill could be regarded as an 
agreed measure. 

Mr. Amery said that the proposal could 
be supported without hesitation, but he 
asked what was the amount of payments 
still due. 

Sir E. Hilton Young said that he did 
not rise to question the agreement. These 
people were entitled to “et compensation 
by a decision of the High Courts, on a 
legal basis, from the Irish Exchequer, 
but, in fact, the British taxpayer had 
once more to find the money in order to 
smooth relations. 


STATESMANLIKE. 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy said 
that in the last Parliament they had had 
demands from the Conservative benches 
that this very thing should be done, and 
now, when it was being done by a Labour 
Government, Sir E. Hilton Young might 
have been a little more generous. He 
thought that this was a statesmanlike 
agreement, which would do justice to a 
very deserving class and would remove 
future causes of friction between England 
and the Irish Free State. 

Colonel Howard Bury welcomed the 
motion as carrying out the judgment of 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council. Great Britain had, as usual, to 
meet the financial burden which would 
‘enable the Irish Free State to carry out 
the judgment of the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council.

S. C. H. Davis (Lea-Francis) 
adopted tactics very similar to those of 
Malcolm Campbell, approaching the corner 
much more widely than did the other 
drivers. Also he was consistently fast. 
Perhaps, the most impressive of all the 
small car drivers was A. Bertelli (Aston- 
Martin). Time after time he went round, 
following the same path every time within 
inches and at an unvarying high speed. 
His work at the Gough Corner was un- 
excelled by agy driver during the morning. 
The Aston-Martin may not have quite 
enough speed to run into first place to-day, 
but it will not be far away at the finish. 
It has a lap-start over all the other cars 
ih its class, it being the only one not 
fitted with a super-charger, It will take 
the other cars a considerable time to catch 
it, and they will certainly not be able to 
take things easily or to dally by the way.

MAN VERSUS MACHINE. 
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GREAT ENDURANCE FLIGHT. 
From RKevurer’s CorResPpoNnDENT. 


CULVER CITY, CALIFORNIA, 
Thursday. 

The endurance flight of Messrs. Mendell 
and Reinhart, which has entered on its tenth 
day, has developed into a contest to deter- 
mine which will break down first—man or the 
machine. All previous endurance “' records ”’ 
have been left far behind, and the only thing 
remaining for man and the engine to fight, 
apart from the unconquerable factors of time 
and gravity, is each other.

THOUSANDS RUINED. 
NEW YORK, Thureday. 

New Yorkers ave somewhat perturbed by 
two scandals in the banking world. A fort: 
night ago the firm of Clarke Bros., a private 
bank, closed its doors after a career of 
eighty years in the Wall street district. 
Thousands of widows in poor circumstances, 
and clerks and typists and other depositors 
with small means, were ruined, and it is 


recovered from the débédcie. 

To-day four partners i the firm were 
indicted on charges of conspiracy to defraud, 
and of using the mails to defraud. 

According to the District Attorner, the 
pariners owe their own bank something like a 
million dollars. 

The other affair is the failure of the City 
Trust Company, and the indictment of Mr. 
Frank H. Warder, formerly State  Super- 
intendent of Banks, who is accused of 
accepting large gifis of money in order to 
conceal the state of affairs of the Trust Com- 
pany. 

The findings of the special Court of Enquiry 
set up by Mr. Roosevelt, the Governor of 
New York State, were published to-day, in 
which Mr. Warder is described as a ‘‘ faith- 
less public servant.”’ 

As a resuli of the report the Governor has 
appointed a committee of bankers, business 
men and legislators to draw up a bill for the 
veform of the banking laws in the State of 
New York.

before was there a triple tie for a major 
championship. Only once previously have 
three players finished level for a national 
championship, that being in 1914, on the 
Brookline, Mass. course, when Harry Vardon, 
Edward Ray and Mr. Francis Ouimet had 
to play off for the American Open, which 
the amateur won. 

The position when the third round was 
entered on yesterday was that the Irishman, 
Pat O’Connor, Ray and Mitchell were level 
at 153, with but one stroke between them 
and Holland. At the close of the round 
Holland and Mitchell were still together at 
230, with H. Jolly one behind them, and 
Compston, T. Renouf, O'Connor and A. 
Havers tieing for fourth place with 232. The 
early forenoon had been beautifully fine, 
with little wind, but as fhe day wore on 
the breeze became much stronger, and those 
who went out late had a good deal the 
worse of the conditions. 


PAT O’CONNOR’S DOWNFALL. 


While the morning play was invested with 
considerable interest for the big crowds 
which followed the leading matches, and was 
productive of a number of scores well in the 
seventies, everything which occurred during 
the day was completely overshadowed by the 
finish. Most of the “ field ” had left before 
O’Connor, and he was playing the second 
nine holes heedless of what. was transpiring 
nearer home. He had a bad first nine, and 
had. left himself the most exacting task of 
holing the remainder of the links in thirty-six 
to come out on top, having taken sixes at 
the third and fifth. But when he had played 
the short twelfth he had lost whatever 
chance he possessed of becoming champion, 
for that hole cost him a wretched five, and 
he was finished with. 

In the meantime Compston had been 
treating the crowd around the home green, 
and in its immediate vicinity, te some thrills. 
Playing to the eighteenth he required a three 
to beat Holland’s aggregate of 509. His 
drive was a good one; but it had a little 
too much pull on it, and it finished in the 
“roses,” which help to make this hole the 
excellent one it is, and which have so often 
spoiled our cards in medal and bogey 
competitions, 

Those “ roses ” are not easy to get out of, 
and Compston had a difficult shot to play, 
all the more so by reason of what depended 
on the result of it. Compston took some 
time to study the problem, but he played 
a magnificent shot, and the ball dropped 
flag high, five feet from the hole. It was 
one of the most perfect shots which have 
been played to that green in an emergency 
of the kind, 


A £50 PUTT. 


Compston must have known much depended 
on the putt. He hit it well and truly, and 
amid breathless excitement the gallery 
watched the ball roll on and on until it 
came to the edge of the hole. It looked in, as 
it were, seemed to draw back, and remained 
on the lip. For a mement or two the 
player waited in the hope that a gust of wind 
would come along and stir the ball, for a 
mere breath would have sent it to the bottom 
of the tin. He had to merely rest his putter 
behind the ball, and that one blade of grass 
which held up the ball lost Compston £50 in 
hard cash. 

But that was not all. Renouf, much nearer 
to the hole (they played together), was set 
to hole out for a four to tie with Compston 
and Holland, and once again the ball lay on 
the holeside, so that, instead of sharing in 
the tie, the little Frenchman had to be 
content with fourth prize. 

Jolly’s last hole was also a remarkable 
one—probably the most remarkable that has 
been played in the championship for years. 
Wanting a four to tie with the others, he 
played a great tee shot, and an iron well hit 
would have got him home. But he put the 
ball into the hills in front of him, barely 
plugged it out, was in the said “‘ roses © 
with his next, and when he did hole be had 
expended seven strokes, and had frittered 
away a chance, the like of which he may not 
have again, of becoming a major champion. 


LEN HOLLAND’S PUTTING 
LAPSES. 


T. Barber, who tied with Ray for seventh 
prize, four strokes behind the leaders, was 
going right well when he drove off the 
sixteenth tee, for he but required fours at 
the remaining holes for a seventy-six; but 
he could do no better than a pair of fives 
and a six, and took eighty for the round. 
Had he got those fours he also would have 
been right at the top with the lucky ones. 

The finish was intensely exciting, but the 
spectators would have been deprived of the 
thrills had Holland been on intimate terms 
with his putter. On six greens at least he 
failed to hole in the regulation two; that putt 
on the last one could not have been less than 
half a dozen yards, so that there was every 
excuse for his failure. He played splendid 
golf in the circumstances for his seventy- 
nine 

Those who to the end pinned their faith 
in George Duncan ing something startling 
were disappointed. Perhaps it was that the 
elements were not quite rough enough for 
him. Anyway, when he went out in the 
evening he had set himself to do something 
hke seventy-four, but he was the Duncan of 
two years ago at Portmarnock, and when he 
required fives at two of the short holes his 
chance was extinguished. 


THE IRISHMEN. 


From a local golfer’s point of view the 
most pleasing feature of the three days was 
the marked improvement which was mani 
fested in the golf of the Irishmen. O'Connor 
made a gallant effort to the twelfth hole on 
the last round, and but for the shaking which 
he received in the third round at the sixth 
héle, where he was heavily bunkered and toox 
a seven, most probably he would have been 
fighting it out with the men at the top oj 
the finish. 

J, Sullivan, of Bray, also did exceptionally 
well indeed, for he had a seventy-six for 
the third round, which included a seven and 
a six, and though he was half-a-dozen strokes 
worse in the evening he succeeded in taking 
thirteenth place, the other prize, the six- 
teenth, going te Hugh M‘Neill, one of the 
veterans of the Irish professionals. 

Then there was Major Hezlet, who hopes 
one of these days to settle down again in 
Portrush, this time for good. This member 
of a notable family of Irish golfers, as re- 
marked earlier on, had a grand chance of 
beating even the best of the professionals for 
the championship, and when he reached the 
turn in thirty-seven, with a rather unlucky 
six at the fifth, where his tee-shot caught 
the top of the carry and rolled back, he 
seemed to me to be going particularly well. 
But on the way in his putting broke down at 
several holes, and he finished in eighty-one: 
But the Major is nothing if not a fighter of 
the finest type, and he set about his fourth 
round in a manner that suggested he was 
determined at least to secure the coveted first 
place among the amateurs, He went round 
in seventy-nine, and thus beat Mr. Soulby, 
the Trish Close champion, for Mr. W. G. 
Jameson's handsome trophy, the margin being 
four strokes. 

Nor should I forget te mention the grand 
round of 74 accomplished by William Holley. 
It was one of the bent scores of the meeting.

SOUTH COAST 
YACHTING. 


The “cruise in company ” of yachts, commencing 
with a rendezvous at Cork Harbour, and proceeding 
then up the South-West Coast of Ireland, has gone 
off well so far, even if the fleet taking part in it 
is on the small side—viz., five craft in all. 

But it represents the trial of an idea which may 
grow to something big later, It is also bringing 
Rast and South Coast yachtsmen together. and it is 
familiarising them also with the eplendid hays and 
harbours and the picturesque scenery of Southern 
and South-Western Ireland. 

Writing from Sneem Harbour on Tuesday, Mr. 
H. M. Wright, of Espanola, gives the experience of 
one of the Kingstown yachts thus far :— 

“Left Crosshaven on the 3rd inst. with four 
other yachts, and had a stiff beat all the way to 
Kineale. Weatherbound there (wind and rain) for 
three days. All left for Baltimore on the 6th. and 
again had a beat all the way. Colonel Kirkpatrick 
(Norma) put into Castlehaven for the night, and 
went on to Baltimore next morning. Reantiful 
weather on Sunday, the sail to Crookhaven being 
just perfect. Met and exchanged salutes with 
Magdalene off Galiey Head. 

“Only three yachts reached here. Welcome 
came in last night at 12.50 a.m, (five hours after 
our arrival)—a fine bit of navigation on her part, 
as the place is not lit. KHspanola alone went 
through Dursey Sound, and beat Gull by 50 mine, 
in consequence, A spring tide was stemmed in the 
harrows (where the passage is only one-third the 
width of Kingstown entrance), and there is a 2ft, 
rock in the middie. Could have touched the rocks 
to port with uw boat hook, whilst the swirl of the 
2ft. rock was just under our starboard side. Tide 
running a full four knots. A hair-raising ex- 
perience, Saw a shark come up and have a look 
Jleavy W.S.W. wind to-day, with rain.”
